IN 50TH OF SECOND 


The question is frequently asked 
and seldom answered correctly as to 
the speed at which telephone and tel­ 
ephone messages travel over long cir­ 
cuits such as that between New York 
and San Francisco or a submarine ca­ 
ble crossing the Atlantic Ocean. 
Measurements made by the Bell 
telephone engineers show that on the 
average about one-lbird of a second 
is required for a telegraph sounder 
in San Francisco to operate after the 
ke} is closed in New York altho the 
initial 
electrical 
impulse 
travels 
Across the continent at the rate of 
186,000 miles a second, this being 
the speed of light. 
The propagation 
of telephone currents, on the other 
hand, is much more rapid. 
The 
transcontinentl circuits are open wire 
and contain no loading coils and the 
c u r re n t builds up in them almost in­ 
stantaneously so that telephone mes­ 
sages are transm itted across the con­ 
tinent in about one-fiftieth of a sec­ 
ond or practically the speed of light. 
In loaded circuits and especially in 
cable circuits, the telephone current 
builds up much more slowly. 
For in­ 
stance, a cable circuit two hundred 
miles in length may be as long elec­ 
trically as tile trans-continental cir 
cuit which is ovei 3,000 miles in 
length. 
The electric currents carrying tel­ 
ephone or telegraph messages repre­ 
sent a case in which “coming events 
cast their shadows before.” 
Along 
the surface of the conductor, w heth­ 
e r it be open wire line or in a sub­ 
marine cable, the electric impulses 
travel with the speed of light. 
The 
am ount of corrent, however, which 
is conducted by the surface layer of 
the wire is extremely minute and is 
not sufficient to operate a receiving 
instrument, whether this be a tele­ 
phone receiver or syphon recorder. 
After the initial impulse has tray 
cled over the surface of the wire, cur 
rent in the same direction as this im­ 
pulse proceeds to build up both upon 
the surface and within the wire, its 
growth taking place toward the cen­ 
ter of the wire. 
The rate at which 
the growth of current occurs on the 
suface of the wire depends upon the 
so-called electrical characteristics of 
the circuit, it being much slower in 
a submarine cable with large electri­ 
cal capacity than in an open wire 
line which has a relatively small ca­ 
pacity. 
The growth on the surface 
also occurs less rapidly in loaded 
open wire lines than in non-loaded 
lines. 
The building up of current 
/ithin the wire follows its growth 
on the surface by a short interval of 
time which depends upon the size of 
wire and the metal of which it is 
made. 
After the current within the wire 
has built up to a certain effective 
value it becomes large enough to op­ 
erate the receiving Instrument. 
The 
delay, therefore, which occurs in the 


transmission of messages by electri­ 
cal currents results not because the 
initial current travels at a low speed 
but because an appreciable length of 
time is needed for It to build up to 
an effective value. 
It may be pointed out that no di­ 
rect measurements have been made, 
proi ing that the speed of electric cur 
rents along wires is equal to the 
speed of light, namely 186,000 miles 
a 
'ond. 
This conclusion is reach­ 
ed on the basis of modern electrical 
theory which postulates that light is 
ail electric disturbance. 
This theory 
las been tested in many ways and 
here is reason to believe that it 
gives the propagation of an electric 
current along the wire.

at present I prefer the blue skies, the 
boundless reach of the w ealth-pro­ 
ducing plains of Texas and the serai 
tropical sunshine of the Southw est ’’ 
Dr. Cook says lie has no desire to o p ­ 
en the polar controversy. 
The re ­ 
cords on bot h sides have been p u b ­ 
lished, he says, and ‘the future m usl 
jucige tis by the oi.icial reports of 
w hat we have produced. 
Since the 
dawn of history all explorers have 
been rated by the subsequent re-ex­ 
am ination and verification of reports 
of the pioneer efforts. 
The a tta in ­ 
m ent of th e pole m ust be recorded in 
the lasting pages oi history by the 
sam e standard, and such reports as 
these sent in from the polar edge of 
the tim berland is a p art of this slow 
process of checking up history for fu­ 
ture generations.”

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MUST MAKE BETTER BUTTER 


Imports Emphasize Impressive Lesson 
for Dairymen—Foreign Com­ 
petition Active. 


To meet foreign competition, dairy 
farmers of the United States must be 
*ble to produce a better quality of 
product and produce and market it 
more economically and more efficient­ 
ly, according to specialists in the 
bureau of markets, United States de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
Arrivals of shipments of Danish but­ 
ler are already affecting prices on the 
New York City market. Argentina is 
producing 
nearly 
three 
times 
the 
amount of butter and cheese con­ 
sumed, and some of the surplus may 
be expected to come to this country 
or compete with our products in for­ 
eign countries. 
Before the war Si­ 
beria was rapidly extending its dairy 
industry and when conditions become 
settled in that country it may be ex­ 
pected to come back as a factor in 
the world’s market. 
Recently there 
have been signs of interest In dairy­ 
ing in South Africa, and the industry 
us developed in New Zealand and Aus­ 
tralia must be reckoned with. 
If the dairy products manufactured 
in the United States are of a better 
luality than those from other countries 
they need not fear competition. Can- 
ida’s cheese industry illustrates this. 
A strict system of government super­ 
vision 
in 
the 
training 
of 
cheese 
makers, in the operating of the fac­ 
tories, and in the grading, m arketing 
and exporting of the product, exists 
there. 
This has tended toward an 
improvement in the quality of Ca­ 
nadian cheese until it ranks with the 
finest on the English markets. 
The dairy industry In Argentina has 
grown rapidly since the beginning of 
the war.

CHRISTMAS BEST FOR GEESE 


Thes* Fowls Require Little Care and 
Attention 
Compared With 
Returns They Bring. 


(P rep ared by the U nited States D epartm ent 
of A griculture.) 
Roast goose and apple sauce! 
Christmas in many homes is in­ 
complete without them, and for that 
reason the best season in which to 
market the goose Is the latter part 
of December, although there Is a lim­ 
ited demand all the year. 
Goose raising ie not so extensively 
engaged in as duck raising, the con­ 
ditions under which they can be suc­ 
cessfully raised being almost entirely 
different from those necessary for suc­ 
cessful duck raising. 
The duck, be­ 
ing smaller, can be raised In a more 
limited space than can the goose, the 
latter needing free range and water, 
while the former has been proved to 
do well without water. 
While the goose cannot profitably 
be raised in as large numbers as the 
duck, still It cannot Justly be termed 
unprofitable. 
There are many places 
on a farm that are worthless for cul­ 
tivation that could he utilized with ex­ 
cellent 
results 
for 
goose 
raising. 
Fields that have streams, branches, or 
unused springs on 
them 
could 
be 
turned to good advantage by making 
them into goose pastures. A goose on 
range will gather the largest portion 
of its food, consisting of grasses, In­ 
sects. and other animal and vegetable 
m atter to be found in the fields and 
brooks. 
Young geese are fattened by placing 
them In a pen, not too large, so that 
they will not exercise too much, and 
by feeding them once a day all they 
will eat up clean of a moist mash 
made of one-half shorts and two-thirds 
cornmeal, and two feeds dally of corn 
with some oats or barley. 
While fat­ 
tening young geese they should 
be 
kept as quiet as possible; no excite­ 
ment whatever should disturb them, 
poultry 
specialists 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture say. 
When feeding, approach them quiet­ 
ly, and do not frighten them. 
At ten 
weeks of age. or when the tips of the

ports from that country totaled 3.262 
tons a year; in 1918 they were five 
times that.

but 
should conditions become favorable it 
may be expected that some of these 
will come to this country.

It can he easily cov­ 
ered aud set in water and is conven­ 
ient to bandle.

wings reach the tail, they are ready 
for market, if they have beon heavily 
fed, and should weigh between eight 
and ten pounds. 
Most young ge<*se 
from general farms are sold when they 
are from five to eight months old. 
When young gosl'ngs are to he 
dressed for market, they are first 
stuck In the roof of the mouth with a 
long-blnded knife and then stunned 
by hitting them a sharp, quick blow 
on the head. 
For dry picking the 
picker uses a box in front of him 
about the height of the knees, holding 
the bird with the left hand and clasp­ 
ing the feet and wings together; he 
places the head of the bird against the 
box and holds it in place with the 
knee. Pick the feathers from the body 
of the bird, then dampen the right 
hand and brush the body to remove 
the down. 
Leave about two inches 
of feathers on the neck, and also leave 
feathers on the wings at the first 
joint. Lay the wings against the body 
of the birds and tie a string around 
to hold in position. 
Place the birds, 
when p!cked, in cold water for an 
hour or so to plump them ; lf they are 
In the water too long they are liable 
to blench and become water-soaked. 
They are then Iced up in barrels ready 
to ship to market.

DIFFICULT CHURNING CAUSES 


Among Other Things Cream May Bs 
Too Thin and Temperature May 
Not Be Right 


Difficult churning may be due to sev­ 
eral factors: 
Too thin cream. 
It should test be­ 
tween 30 to 35 per cent f a t 
Wrong churning temperature of the 
.•rearn. Sixty degrees is about rig h t 
In a few instances it may be due to 
ihe action of certain germs. 
In some instances it may be due to 
feeding foods which produce a large 
percentage of hard fats. 
Sour cream churns easier than sweet 
Team. 


Any margin over market prices re­ 
ceived for breeding stock is pure prof­ 
it, and the demand, 
especially 
for 
hatching eggs, conies at a time when 
the egg baskets are easily filled. 
Be on the lookout for dampness in 
the poultry houses. 
Where freezing 
is common, close-built houses are very 
apt to show condensation of moisture 
on ceiling and walls. Too large a num­ 
ber of birds in a house will also cause 
this. 
In either hen-hatched or incubator- 
hatched flocks, there are likely to be 
some 
backward, slow-growing, slow- 
feathering chicks. 
If the hatch la In 
the brooder, separate these backward 
chicks, and give them to a hen, or 
put them with a younger hatch.

Ideal mother for them.
